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Police warning follows bogus 
charity collection in Bridport 


BRIDPORT police have 
warned that “charity” 
collectors shaking buck¬ 
ets in the town centre 
last Friday (June 7th) 
may not have been all 
they seemed. 

Police believe the 
“fundraisers” were in fact 
working for a profit mak¬ 
ing organisation, falling 
foul of mles governing col¬ 
lecting money in public 
places. 

Bridport police’s Scott 
McGregor said: “You may

have seen individuals 
dressed in green with col¬ 
lection buckets, wearing 
identity cards and leaflets 
that purported or gave the 
impression that they were 
from a bona fide charity or¬ 
ganisation. 

“Upon enquiry they were 
selling a news bulletin 
about cancer in children 
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and organic healthy eat¬ 
ing.” 

However police and 
other official bodies be¬ 
lieve the organisation they 
represent are in fact a profit 
making organisation, 
something they did not 
make clear to the public. 

PC McGregor continued: 
“Under close scrutiny 
jointly with Dorset Police, 
Dorset County Council 
Trading Standards and 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil Licensing Department it 
is believed the group are 
not working within the 
spirit of the law surround¬ 
ing charitable licensing 
collections controlled by 
the Charities Commis¬ 
sion.” 

The group was also 
sighted in Weymouth over 
the weekend and are be¬ 


lieved to be part of an or¬ 
ganisation that was in Brid¬ 
port in early February this 
year. 

Bridport police now want 
anyone who gave money, 
bought a newsletter or 
were approached by mem¬ 
bers of the group to get to 
tell them about it via a spe¬ 
cial form. 

PC McGregor said: “I 
ask you to take a few mo¬ 
ments to complete the 
questionnaire and forward 
it to myself at Bridport Po¬ 
lice Station, or post direct 
to Dorset Trading Stan¬ 
dards. 

“This will help ascertain 
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if offences have been com¬ 
mitted and ensure for the 
future that the money you 
intended for a worthwhile 
charity will not go to dubi¬ 
ous organisations who are 
exploiting the generosity of 
the public.”

page. 

You can ask to see a valid 
charity license collections 
permit issued from WDDC 


licensing to know that col¬ 
lections are being done 
within the rules of the char¬ 
ity commission.

I have also been wined and dined the length 
and breadth of Dorset by other mayors, collec¬ 
tively known as the Chain Gang." 


■ WHY do you live on Portland? 

We have stayed on Portland because we have grown 
to love the place, its history and its wildlife. I think we 
can now say we have been accepted as some locals 
forget when talking to me that I was not born here 
and start asking if I remember something from their 
school days. 

■ WHERE do you go for your holidays? 

When we go on holiday we do go looking for sun¬ 
shine in the autumn and winter but stay on Portland 
during the summer enjoying our garden. We have 
been going to Menorca and Gran Canaria for a last 
few years. 

■ WHAT is your favourite time of the year? 

My favourite time of year is the summer as I hate 
being cold. 

■ WHAT is your favourite film? 

I am not sure I have a favourite film. Since moving to 
Dorset we rarely go to the pictures. Ones that stand 
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out in my mind are the war film Odette and Doris Day 
and Barbra Streisand musicals. 

■ WHAT is the scariest thing that has ever hap¬ 
pened to you? 

When you get to my age there are a few. Two car 
crashes, a wall falling on my son when he was only 
eight years old and having a thrombosis 20 years ago 
where they threatened to amputate my leg. Fortu¬ 
nately for me the operation went well, saving my leg 
thank goodness. 

■ IF you could live your life again what would you 
be? 

I always used to say I would return as a man because 
they only ever did one thing. Multi-tasking is not in 
their DNA. I am not sure I would change my life. I 
would hate being dictated to by my husband or any¬ 
one else. My generation has seen great progress in 
society's development such as inside toilets, bath¬ 
rooms, electricity in all homes, TV, things taken for 
granted today. The list is endless. In the past we 
played in the streets, never felt threatened, really en¬ 
joyed the small things in life and did not miss what 
we'd never had. No TV showing how much there was 
to purchase if you had the money, so we were satis¬ 
fied with our lot. Communities stucktogether helping 
each other. When people have little they appear to 
take more pride in what they do actually have. Mend 
and make do, never throw away what can be repaired. 
This generation may well have to adopt this attitude. 

■ WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

The Queen because she has witnessed even more 
than me, being older. I'd also invite Nelson Mandela 
and Paul Newman. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the lottery? 

Depending on how much, obviously I would pay off 
the family's mortgages, extend my house and sup¬ 
port some of the charities that I have supported over 
the years to boost their funds. I'd also enjoy even 
more holidays and ensure my grandchildren received 
a good education and were financially secure. 

■ WHAT do you hope the future holds? 

I hope to have a relatively healthy life for a few more 
years yet so that I can continue to enjoy my life to the 
full.

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Magna slams cuts 


MAGNA Housing Association 
has hit out at cuts which they 
say have hit older and vulnera¬ 
ble people's services. 

Magna - who have pledged to 
champion older people's hous¬ 
ing by joining a national consor¬ 
tium - are now calling for future 
funding to be protected. 

The sheltered and extra care 
home provider made the state¬ 
ment as they became a member 
of Erosh, the national consor¬ 
tium for older people's housing 
and support providers. 

Magna joins more than 200 
members across England and 
Wales to lobby the government 


and promote good practice 
within the housing sector to 
ensure the housing and support 
needs of older people are met. 

One in six people are now 
aged 65 and over, meaning the 
proportion of older people in 
England and Wales is the high¬ 
est it has ever been. 

The number of people 
counted as very old is also in¬ 
creasing, with those 90 years old 
or over up by 90,000 in the last 
10 years. 

As a member of Erosh, Magna 
Housing Association recognises 
the need for quality housing 
and support services to meet 


the needs of older people. 

Magna's Karen Allan said: 
"Making sure that there is good 
quality housing and support 
service for our ageing popula¬ 
tion has to be a top priority for 
government and local authori¬ 
ties. 

"We have seen major funding 
cuts which have hit older and 
vulnerable people's services, so 
we want to work with Erosh to 
ensure that future funding is 
protected and that best practice 
is shared to ensure quality hous¬ 
ing and support services are 
maintained." 


CAB set for big increase in enquries 


The chairman of Bridport and District’s Citizen’s Ad¬ 
vice Bureau has predicted a “massive” increase in the 
number of people needing their help. 

Bruce Willoughby made the announcement at the 
Bureau’s Annual General Meeting at Bridport Town 
Hall on Monday, June 10th. 

He said the increases would come about as a result 
of changes in benefits rules which come into force 
later this year. 

The increases come at a time when the bureau faces 
what was described as “considerable financial pres¬ 
sure.” 

The meeting also heard that long-serving president 
of Bridport CAB was standing down. 

The 80 members present heard how Yvonne Skyme 
MBE would be leaving her role after 32 years service 
to CAB. 


Yvonne established the Bureau in 1981 as an out¬ 
reach of Weymouth CAB before going on to manage 
the branch for 13 years. 

She was awarded the MBE for services to the CAB 
in 1995, the year she was appointed president. 

Mr Willoughby paid tribute to Yvonne’s long service 
at the meeting, thanking her for her dedication. 

It was to be Mr Willoughby’s last duty in the role of 
bureau chairmanb as under CAB rules the chairman 
is required to stand down after six years. 

Company Secretary, Roy Tarsnane, said that Mr 
Willoughby had served through six years of difficult 
changes and challenges. 

On behalf of the board he thanked Mr Willoughby 
for the leadership and commitment to the Bureau he 
had shown. 

A new chairman is to be appointed in July.

Views wanted on cutting the 
number of district councillors 


THE Local Government Boundary 
Commission for England is asking 
local people how many councillors 
they think should represent West 
Dorset District Council in the fu¬ 
ture. 

The move follows a WDDC an¬ 
nouncement of plans to cut the 
number of district councillors by 
five - from 48 to 43. 

The plans have been criticised by 
non-party district councillors who 
consider potentially heavier work¬ 
loads to unfairly hit independents 
as they say they cannot rely on 
party support to help with duties. 

In a letter to the LGBC, inde¬ 
pendent Councillors David Barrett 
and David Tett argue that the focus 
should be instead on evening out 
ward sizes. 

They said: “No attempt has been 
made or credence given to the need 
to even up the excessive unwieldy 
numbers of the electorate within 
the oversized wards.” 

But the six-week public consul¬ 
tation is the first part of an elec¬ 
toral review which will also 
consider changes to the number, 
names and boundaries of the coun¬ 
cil's wards. 

Max Caller, chairman of the 
commission, said: “This is your 
chance to shape your council for 
the future. 

“We are asking people across the 
district whether they agree that 43 


councillors is the right number to 
represent West Dorset in the future. 

“If you don’t agree that West 
Dorset should continue to be rep¬ 
resented by 43 councillors, we 
want you to tell us your alternative 
and why you think there should be 
more, or fewer, members of the 
council in the future. 

“Once we have taken a view on 
the number of councillors, we will 
re-draw ward boundaries to ac¬ 
commodate those elected members 
and we will ask local people to 


have their say during that process 
as well.” 

The moves are part of a restruc¬ 
turing trend in the county with 
North, East and West Dorset Coun¬ 
cils considering cutting 12 council¬ 
lors between them. 

In North Dorset the number of 
councillors has been recommended 
to remain at 33, but with their ward 
boundaries redrawn.

Stop-gap solution for tunnel? 


ENGINEERS working flat-out to 
reopen Beaminster Tunnel have re¬ 
vealed that one landowner could 
force a section of the project to be 
treated with a stop-gap measure 
lasting just five years. 

The View understands that three 
out of four landowners have now 
given full permission for the slopes 
around the tunnel to be under¬ 
pinned with soil nails - rods up to 
12m long which should stabilise 
the ground for 120 years. 

But one landowner has still not 
given permission for the technique 
to be used meaning that one small 
section of the works will need a 
temporary solution lasting just five 
years.

Engineer John Burridge, oversee¬ 
ing work on the site, said the dead¬ 
lock would not stop the tunnel 
opening to the revised schedule of 
late July. 

He said: “It won’t stop us open¬ 
ing the road at the end of July, but 
it will be a temporary measure, 
good for five years.” 

He said the issue prohibited the 
installation of just 20 soil nails - 
out of a total of about 1,000 over 
the whole project - but he could 
not rule out having to close the 
tunnel again while these last few 


were eventually put in. 

He said: “We are having to re¬ 
design that part to find another so¬ 
lution.” 

Land ownership issues were 
given by DCC Principal Engineer 
for Structures, Matt Jones, as the 
number one reason for delays so 
far. 

He said: “The [legal] process has 
taken a very long time - arguably 
more than the work is going to 
take.” 

He added: “We don’t have all the 
land issues tied up yet.” 

The legal machinations must add 
an unwanted extra dimension to 
what is already a complicated and 
difficult operation - with the 
greensand ridge through which the 
tunnel runs described by Mr Bur¬ 
ridge as “flowing like liquid” when 
wet. 

The western slope leading up to 
the south entrance is predicted to 
remain so wet that a two meter 
high ‘gambion wall’ will need to 
be built to shore it up. 

The greensand has also made ac¬ 
cess difficult over what Mr Jones 



described as a “fairly wet spring” 
which saw the first test nails being 
driven into the ground through 
snow. 

Since then, abseiling specialists 
from as far as Inverness have 
worked alongside mechanical rigs 
from 7am to 7:30pm on 11 day 
shifts, driving in as many as 25 soil 
nails a day. 

Mr Jones said: “Ninety-five per 
cent of the time we could not 
safely fit any more workers on 
site.” 

With 800 of the 1,000 nails now 
in position, the hope of opening by 
August is still alive. 

But the nails are just part of the 
picture with concrete walls back¬ 
ing the original retaining walls to 
be erected, extra drainage to be 
completed, a reinforced mesh to be 
laid and hydroseeding still to be 
done to finish the job. 

Mr Jones added: “It’s important 
to state that when we talk about the 
end of July, we are talking about 
the opening of the road, which will 
probably have at that time a two- 
way traffic light. 

“We will still have to be here in 
August.” 

The assembled media were left in 
no doubt that the physical chal¬ 
lenges posed by this complex en¬ 
gineering project were being met 
with dedication, expertise and vi¬ 
sion. 

But the news that land ownership 


issues mean there might still be 
work to do some years down the 
line can only add to frustrations in 


a town still suffering from the clo¬ 
sure of one of its main access 
routes.

BRIDPORT CHAMBER ORCHESTRA 

Classical Review by Bruce Upton 


BRIDPORT Chamber Orchestra was 
on fine form on Sunday May 26th in 
a concert for strings under the baton 
of guest conductor Malcolm 
Knowles. 

The violins, under Alexandra Ennis, 
produced a beautiful sound, precise 
and responsive to Knowles'masterly 
understanding of the scores. 

Likewise the middle strings were 
supportive, though in places the in¬ 
tonation wobbled a little. 

Not that this did anything to spoil 
the stately'Chacony' by Purcell or the 
rhythmic flow of Pachelbel's Kanon 
and Gigue. 

Robin Carpenter gave a heroic per¬ 
formance of Monn's Cello Concerto, a 
rarely performed work dating from 
the 1740s. 

The outer movements contained 
difficult arpeggio sections, whereas 
the lyrical middle movement sang, 
beautiful and expressive. 

The orchestra excels at accompany¬ 
ing soloists, and the balance be¬ 


tween cello and accompaniment was 
well maintained. 

Even better was to come, with 
Vaughan Williams prelude to his film 
music for '49th Parallel', and three 
short pieces by Frank Bridge. 

The Chamber Orchestra tackled 
these pieces with gusto, and the 
Vaughan Williams in particular was 
simply exquisite. 

One of the joys of coming to a BCO 
concert is when we are "educated" 
with music that is new to us. 

To end the concert we were given a 
taste of nineteenth century Vienna, 
with two Strauss waltzes and the 
'Radetzky March'. 

The waltzes need great concentra¬ 
tion to play well because they com¬ 
prise so many sections, each with 
ritenutos or accelerandos, but under 
Knowles'experienced leadership the 
Orchestra succeeded.

'Coronation Meadow' 


A WEST Dorset nature reserve has 
been chosen to take part in celebra¬ 
tions to mark the 60th anniversary 
of the Queen’s Coronation. 

Lady’s Mead Meadow in King- 
combe Meadows nature reserve has 
been chosen as a ‘Coronation 
Meadow’ to showcase Dorset’s 
meadows and celebrate the occa¬ 
sion. 

The recognition follows Prince 
Charles’ idea to create the special 
meadows as part of his campaign to 
protect and encourage traditional 
meadows, which have been in de¬ 
cline throughout the Queen’s reign. 

The project aims to identify 
flower-rich meadows in the UK, 
such as Lady’s Mead, and use wild- 
flower seeds to restore 60 new 
meadows and secure the UK’s wild- 
flower heritage for the next 60 
years. 

The Coronation Meadows event 
falls on Dorset Wildlife Trust’s 
Meadow Wildlife Weekend on June 
15 th and 16th, where DWT are 
inviting people to come and re-dis- 
cover the flora and fauna which can 
be found in their beautiful mead¬ 
ows.

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Dorset Healthcare recognised by UNICEF 


THE NHS body responsible for 
community healthcare through¬ 
out Dorset has been recognised 
by UNICEF for promoting infant 
breastfeeding. 

Dorset HealthCare's Community 
Health Services were awarded 
UNICEF's level two accreditation in 
its Baby Friendly Initiative which 
aims to promote breastfeeding 
around the world. 

The initiative was set up in 1991 
following a growing body of evi¬ 
dence showing breastfeeding had 
multiple health benefits for both 
baby and mother. 

The scheme was introduced to 
UK hospitals in 1994 with commu¬ 
nity healthcare services eligible for 
accreditation four years later. 


The UK has one of the lowest 
rates of breastfeeding in Europe, 
with just 78 per cent of infants 
breastfed from birth, and only one 
in five babies still receiving breast- 
milk at six months. 

The county's attempts to change 
attitudes have seen Dorset join 46 
other community healthcare serv¬ 
ices in the UK reaching level two 
UNICEF accreditation. 

A further 43 community health¬ 
care services in the UK have full 
(level three) accreditation - some¬ 
thing Dorset can aim for after a 
further year's analysis of its 
progress. 

Responsible for a host of services 
in the community including 
breastfeeding support services, 


district nurses and health visitors, 
the trust achieved the accolade 
after 60 of its staff were quizzed by 
UNICEF assessors. 

Fiona Haughey, Associate Direc¬ 
tor, Children and Families, for 
Dorset Healthcare said:"This is an 
outstanding achievement by all 
staff and should be particularly 
reassuring for Dorset's young fam¬ 
ilies." 

The county can be doubly proud 
of its efforts to encourage breast¬ 
feeding, with Dorset County 
Hospital one of only 49 maternity 
hospitals in the UK with full 
accreditation. 

Only one in four hospitals in the 
country have reached this level.

Charity brunch for Father's Day 


CAMPAIGNERS calling 
for employers to pay 
workers in Dorset a ‘liv¬ 
ing wage’ have launched 
their campaign in Brid- 
port. 

Living Wage for Dorset 
(LWD) argues that em¬ 
ployees, communities 
and taxpayers would all 
benefit from paying 
workers a living wage of 
£7.45 an hour - signifi¬ 
cantly more than the na¬ 
tional minimum wage of 
£6.19 an hour for work¬ 
ers over the age of 21. 

The LWD campaign 
was rolled out at Bridport 
Town Hall where speak¬ 
ers from community 
groups, political parties 
and union representatives 
presented the case for 
paying a living wage. 

Clare Moody from 
Unite the Union, Karen 
Ellis from Bridport 
Labour Party, Anne- 
Marie Vincent from the 
South West Dorset Mul¬ 
ticultural Network and 
Emily Mclvor, spokes¬ 
person for the South 
West Green Party, all 
called on employers to 
start taking the idea seri¬ 
ously. 

Members of the audi¬ 
ence also recounted per¬ 
sonal experiences of 
living on a low wage and 
discussed ways that a 
campaign would work in 
practise and highlight 
good employers. 

LWD describes Dorset 
- dominated by the agri¬ 
culture, hospitality and 
service industries - as 
one of the country’s low 
pay economies. 

They claim Office of 
National Statistics fig¬ 


ures reveal 66,000 work¬ 
ers in the county - over 
one in four - earns less 
than the living wage. 

One in five workers in 
the UK - 4.82million - 
fall below living wage 
standards, according to 
figures released by ac¬ 
countancy firm KPMG in 
October 2012. 

Research carried out by 
LWD also found: 

• Average pay for full 
time workers in Dorset is 
at least five per cent 
lower than the national 
average, with pay as low 
as 19 per cent lower in 
South Dorset; 

• Women continue to 
earn approximately 80 
per cent of their male 
counterparts; 

• Dorset’s employment 
is under-represented in 
high-pay industrial sec¬ 
tors of the economy with 
only 11 per cent of the 
workforce found in high 
pay sectors, below the 
national average; 

• Dorset’s employment 
is over represented in 
low-pay industrial sec¬ 
tors, compared with both 
the national average and 
the South West region. 

LWD say that a typical 


family of two working 
parents - one full time, 
one part time - who are 
tenants in a privately 
rented home and who 
have two children under 
16 would be better off to 
the tune of £550 a year if 
they moved from mini¬ 
mum wage to a living 
wage, while at the same 
time saving taxpayers 
£3,370 in Tax Credits 
and Housing Benefits. 

Neil Duncan-Jordan, 
spokesperson for LWD 
said: “Low pay is associ¬ 
ated with poor job secu¬ 
rity and treatment, fuel 
poverty, expensive hous¬ 
ing costs, lower educa¬ 
tional attainment, 

reduced mental health, 
suppressed economic de¬ 
mand and debilitates the 
human spirit. 

“These are all costs that 
society has to bear when 
things breakdown. But 
the Living Wage offers a 
win-win for employees, 
employers and tax pay¬ 
ers. 

“Employees get a 
higher income and see 
their living standards 
rise, employers get a 
workforce with improved 
morale, less absenteeism

GREENTHUMB regularly attend to over a thousand 
lawns in West Dorset alone and this past season it has 
come to our attention that the unusual weather pat¬ 
terns have contributed to a plague of leather-jackets 
affecting lawns. If you are not familiar with this pest, 
it is the larval stage of the Crane Fly usually prevalent 
in Early Autumn, which lays it’s eggs in the lawn to 
hatch and become adult leather-jackets through the 
winter, spring and early summer. These eat plant 
roots and when they occur in any numbers they can 
literally consume the lawn from underneath.They at¬ 
tack lawns at random and occurrences may not fol¬ 
low any identifiable pattern i.e. your neighbour may 
have them and you may not, or vice-versa. This is due 
to a variety of varying factors like soil temperature, 
lushness of lawn, wind-exposure, length of cut. 

WHAT CAN YOU DO: If you notice areas of grass 
doing really poorly, brown patches coalescing into 
larger ones, you may have the first sign of an out¬ 
break. It is important to catch the outbreak early. 
Leather-jackets are capable of devastating a lawn. If 
you are worried you can dig along the fringes of 
these areas and physically identify the worms. It is 
often possible to lay an impervious item, like a door¬ 
mat, or similar on the lawn and the worms will ap¬ 
pear underneath it overnight. 

Treatment is very effective and can stop them in 
their tracks! Thereafter the lawn recovers very 
quickly.

Opening of new Photographic 
Archive at County Museum 


A GENEROUS legacy has enabled Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum to rebuild its Photographic Archive and to ensure 
its long term future as a unique resource for Dorset. The 
sum of £100,000 was donated in 2011 by William 
Butcher, a former farm hand at Shipton Gorge Farm. 

During the Second World War, Bill ran the farm - a re¬ 
served occupation - and patrolled Chesil Beach as part 
of his Home Guard duties, often up all night then going 
straight out at 5am to milk the cows by hand! He and 
his wife Sylvia had a life-long interest in archaeology 
stemming from the discovery of prehistoric artefacts on 
the farm he worked. They were both avid collectors and 
had amazing collections of boxes, tins, and old cider 
bottles 

Bill Butcher's £100,000 legacy was used to completely 
rebuild the photographic archive, previously at risk 
from rain and flood damage, providing improved user 
facilities and a state-of-the-art storage capacity so that 
the collection can be both safeguarded and enlarged. 
Dorset County Museum has almost 50,000 photo¬ 
graphic prints, slides and negatives dating back to the 
mid-19th century - images showing what life was like 
in Dorset parishes in times gone by, with an extensive 


biographic collection telling the story of Dorset people. 
The new Dorset Photographic Archive is being officially 
opened on 14 June alongside the brand new Bill 
Butcher Common Room for use by volunteers and staff.

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Juke cleans up with flexible new diesel 


LOWER emissions, greater fuel economy, reduced 
noise and more torque - these are just some of the 
benefits of the latest 1.5-litre dCi diesel engine now 
in the Nissan Juke. 

Since its launch in the UK at the end of 2010, more 
than 19,000 Jukes - around a third of all sales - have 
been powered by the 1.5-litre dCi engine. With a 
host of improvements the new engine is expected 
to be even more popular. 

The changes have boosted maximum torque 
from 240Nm to 260Nm at 1,750rpm, with 80 per 
cent of this figure available from just 1,500rpm to 
improve driveability. And with C02 emissions of 
only 109g/km and combined fuel economy of 
67.3mpg, the new unit is the most efficient engine 
in the Juke line-up. 

The improvements have been achieved thanks to 
a host of technical changes. 

These include revised piezo-electric fuel injection 
nozzles, which now have a more precise spray pat¬ 
tern for better combustion (with as much as 15 per¬ 
cent less unburnt fuel) and a new, more responsive, 
low-inertia variable geometry turbocharger fed by 
a more direct - and more efficient - air intake path. 

In addition, a closed-loop low-pressure exhaust 
gas recycling (EGR) system, in which the exhaust 
gas is cooled before being re-introduced to the in¬ 
take system, has helped ensure the unit is compat¬ 
ible with forthcoming Euro6 emission regulations. 

Other changes include a new thermostatically- 
controlled variable displacement oil pump which 
reduces internal friction by adapting automatically 
to the engine's needs and oil viscosity. 

The new diesel features low friction enhance¬ 
ments including diamond-like carbon (DLC) coat¬ 
ings for the tappets and now also features Nissan's 
automatic Start/Stop system. With highly efficient 
smart management technology the engine restarts 
within 0.5sec of the clutch being engaged. Reduced 
combustion noise further enhances the unit's over¬ 
all refinement. 

Changes have also been made to the gear ratios. 


The 1 st and 2nd ratios are a little shorter to allow 
sharper responses at low speeds, while the remain¬ 
ing four ratios are slightly longer, taking advantage 
of the improved torque to deliver better fuel effi¬ 
ciency. Over the official combined cycle, the new 
Juke 1.5-litre dCi returns 67.3mpg as opposed to 
the previous unit's 58.9mpg, a 14 per cent improve¬ 
ment. C02 emissions fall from 124g/km to 
109g/km. 

Fuel efficiency is also helped by the use of the Nis¬ 
san Dynamic Control system, which enables the 
driver to select from three engine settings - Eco, 
Normal and Sport. This system now not only selects 
appropriate pedal sensitivity settings in Eco and 
Sport modes, but also limits maximum engine 
torque in Eco mode to 220Nm. In Normal and Sport, 
the full 260Nm is available.The unit's overall power 
output remains at 110PS while performance figures 
(109mph maximum speed, 0-62mph in 11.2sec) are 


also unchanged.The new generation engine will be 
available across all Juke grades excluding the 
NISMO. 

The best-selling model is expected to be the n- 
tec, which showcases new technology such as the 
latest Nissan Connect communication centre. As 
well as new navigation software and a 5.8-inch 
colour touchscreen, the system incorporates ad¬ 
vanced features such as Google Send-To-Car, which 
allows an owner to plan a journey on their PC or 
tablet at home or in the office and then send the in¬ 
structions to the car ahead of the trip. 

"As well as the obvious advantages of lower emis¬ 
sions and improved fuel efficiency, the higher levels 
of torque from the new engine mean greater flexi¬ 
bility and more refined cruising as well enhanced 
in-gear performance around town,"said Paul Wilcox, 
Senior Vice President, Sales and Marketing Nissan 
in Europe.
